New Delhi , the 1st May 1960 

S.O. 1082. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 188 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), as In force in India and as applied to the State 
of Pondicherry, and in supersession of the notification of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue) No. 18-Customs dated the 
22nd January, 1957, the Central Government hereby empowers the Collector of 
Customs and Central Excise, Cochin to hear appeals from the decisions or orders 
passed by officers of Customs subordinate to him, provided that, if between the 
date of tne decision or order and the date of the hearing of the appeal the officer 
who gave the decision or passed the order has been,promoted, to be the Collector 
of Customs and Central Excise, Cochin by whom the appeal would otherwise be 
heard, the appeal shall lie to the Central Board of Revenue.

S.O. 1083. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), as hi force in India and as applied to the State 
of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby makes the following further 
amendments in the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Finance (Revenue Division) No. 6-Customs dated the 18th January, 1952, 
namely:— 

In the Schedule to the said notification, serial Numbers 3A, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9 
shall be renumbered as 4, 5, 6, 7. 8, 9 and 10 respectively and for serial Numbers 4 
and 5, as so renumbered and the entries relating thereto, the following shall 
respectively be substituted, namely:— 

“4. The Collector of Customs and All ports situated in the State of 

Central Excise, Cochin. Kerala. 

5. The Collector of Central Excise, All ports situated in the State of 
Madras. Madras except the port of Madras.”

S.O. 1084, —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 9 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), as in force in India and as applied to the State of 
Pondicherry, the Central Board of Revenue makes the following amendments in 
the notification dated the 10th March, 1910, published on page 520 of the Fort St. 
George Ga 2 ette, Part ll dated the 15th March, 1910, as subsequently amended, 
namely:— 

(i) In the preamble the words “and Kerala” shall be omitted; 

(ii) In rule (1) the words “the Collector of Customs, Cochin” shall be 

omitted; 

(iii) In rule (5-A) the words “and Kerala” and the words “and Cochin" 

shall be omitted.
